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NEARTHE END. 


Debs’ Proposition to Settle 
the Great Strike. 


Arbitration Must Follow and Em- 
ployes Be Reinstated. 


Premature Announcement That 
Strike Was Off a Blunder. 


Railway Managers Take Advantage 
of Debs’ Error. 


They May Now Dictate Their Own 
Terms. 


THE STRIKE LEADER SAYS THE Bor- 
COTT I8 VIRTUALLY LIFTED. 


Mayor Hepkins’ Call en the Asseciation 
ef Railway Hasser- The A. R.

Curcaco, July 18, 2:80 p. m.—The great 
strike is over. This was the conclusion 
reachea by k. V. Dede at 9:30 a. 
m, when he came from the council- 
room and said he would declare the strike 
off. That declaration has done irreparable 
injury to the interests of the strikers. 
Its making was a mistake which 
it attempted to remedy by sub- 
sequently making it conditional upon 
the consent of the raliroads to take back 


their striking employes. 

It served one purpose, viz.: it showed 
that regardless of all question of the 
issue the railways are ileagued to- 
gether with A single purpose 
— to deal a death blow to 
organized labor. They refused to 
reassemble in order to hear the proposition 
thatthe A. R. U. men be taken back, the 
great sympathetic strike be declared off and 
the issue simplified for the Government in- 
quiry by bringing it back to the Pullman 


strike. 

The labor leaders were disappointed in the 
obduracy of their opponents, and now pro- 
pose to make the compromise through Mayor 
Hopkins’ offices. 

This failing, they will Geclarethe strike in 
full effect and seek corroboration in the de- 
Cision of the trades and labor unions to- 
morrow night. 

But the error has heen made dy the labor 
leaders themselves, it is recognized by the 
public and the obstinate railway managers 
are quick to take advantage of It. 

The fight may be continued for some days, 
but the result is already known.

Onicaco, July 18.— Eugene V. Debs, Presi- 
dent ofthe American Railway Union, called 
his executive officers together at Uhlich’s 
Hall early this morning. They held a close 
conference for something like half an hour 
and about 9:80 Mr. Debs appeared and said to 
reporters and others present: 

in view of the enormous proportions 
which this strike has assumed and the tre- 
mendous damage to puplic and private in- 
terests, we will to-day submit a proposition 
to the Rallway General Managers’ Associa- 
tion declaring the strike off on condition 
that they reinstate our men. 

The proposition referred to was formulated 
last night in a conference between Debs, 
Sovereign and Gompers, and it was agreed 
that in case the General Managers refuse to 
meet the wishes of President Debs, Gompers 
should call out the National Federation of 
La bor throughoat the country. The propos- 
ition has two conditions: 

THE CONDITIONS. 

1. That arbitration as proposed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland be entered upoa. 

2. Thatall the strixing employes except 
those who had been guilty of criminal mis- 
conduct shall be restored to their positions 
without prejudice by the railroad com- 


After Debs bad made this statement, he 
was asked what would be the effect in case 
the general managers refused to reinstate 
the men. He said he though the strike was 
practically ended and regarded it asa «reat 
triumph for labor. Aftera pause he added: 
The strike will settle back to the originating 
grievance between Pullman and his em- 


os. 
— Debs thea left Ulrich’s Hall to 
all upon the Mayor. On his way be met 
Bovereign and Howard, and they accom- 
panied him. At the Mayor's office they held 
e conference for about fifteen minutes. 
At ts conclusion Mayor Hopkins said: These 
gentlemen come to me with a proposition 
to call the strike off if the General Managers“ 
Association will agree to take dack ali em- 
ployes who have not been arrested for any 
offense against the law. They asked me to 
go with them to present the proposition, I 
told them I would gladly go. 

Meanwhile Alderman McGillen, chairman 
of the Council arbitration Oommittee had 
been sent tor. He arrived at 10:45 and after 
a few minutes talk with Debs and Sovereign 

MeGillien went to 
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position and lay it beforethe next meeting. 
He was requested to call a special meeting, 
but declined todo so, He consented to listen 
to the gentiemen because they were the 
Mayor and a prominént member of the Oity 
Council. He declared that he would 
bave nothing to do with Debs 
or any other strike leader. After leaving the 
proposition with Mr. St. John the Mayor re- 
turned to his office. Mr. st. John had pre- 
viously said that the general managers 
would not recognize the labor leaders in any 
way, and it was because of this statement 
that Debs, Howard and Sovereign did not 
present their proposition in person, but 
delegated the presentation to the Mayor. : 
MAYOR HOPKINS’ STATEMENT. 

Asked to state what had happened in the 
office of the General Managers Mayor Hop - 
Kins said: 

**We were courteously received by Chair- 
man St. John and Mgr. Egan of the Genera | 
Managers’ Association. We made known 
the object of our visit. Mr. 
Egan who did all the talking said that 
while the association would have accepted 
no proposition presented by Mr. Debs in per- 
son, he having made them trouble enough 
tor the last few weeks, they would consider 
a proposition presented through the Mayor 
of Chicago. The General Managers’ Asso- 
ciation had adjourned for the day, 
but Mr. Egan said he would ask 
them to hold another meeting if he could 
reachthem. Hewould venture no opinion 
as to what the managers of the roads would 
ao with the proposition, but led me to be- 
Neve that he considered it a matter 
for each road to separately consider. 
Iurged him to try and have the trouble set - 
tled. I represented to him that such seat- 
tlement would leave the iaboring men in 
good humor and they would as soon as the 
strike was declared ofeach hunt fora po- 
sition. I told Bim farther that unless 
there was a deciaration of an end 
of the strike there might be some 
hot heads who would still persist in overt 
acts. Irepresente’ to him further that it is 
in the interest of the State that the strike be 
declared off as it is now underanexpense of 
$18,000 a day in maintaining the militia in the 
city. His talk was generally to the effect 
that sofaras the railroads are concerned 
there is longer any strike.’* 

MAY BE CONSIDERED TO-MORROW. 
Chairman Egan said informally’ The Gen- 
eral Managers will under no circumstances 
have a conference with Mr, Debs on any sub- 
ject. They will retain in thetr empioy the 
men who filled the strikers’ places and are 
competent. 

Mr. St. Jobn said later that the proposition 
would not be submittedjto any meetingof the 
General Managers to-duy and would not be 
considered by them delore their regular 
meeting to-morrow, if, he added signifii- 
cantly, it de considered at all. 

When Mr. Debs was asked to-day by Sov- 
ereign what would by done in case the gen- 
eral manager refused to reinstate the men, 
Debs replied: ‘*‘‘Weshall call our execative 
board together and determine upon a course 
of action. 

Sovereign said that as soon as the strike 
was declared of by Debs he should issue an 
order calling off that of the Knights of La bor. 

WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 
Debs said, in speaking of the strike: 
is the last big raliroad strike 
country will ever see. 
has Deen 80 much suffering on 
both sides, the railroad corporations have 
been dealt a heavy dlow, that no man or set 
of men will ever dare to plunge the 
country into another such season of distress. 
Corporations will be ready to meet their 
men half way, employes will and means 
of settlement of grievances other than strik- 
ing. The present affair, revolution or re- 
bellion as you may please to call it, 
bas determined this. And therefore 4 great 
stepinthe direction of progress has been 
made.

THE NEXT STEP. 
Mr. Debs called on Mayor Hopkios before 2 
p. m. to hear the result of the Mayor’s con- 
ference with the General Managers’ Asso- 
ctation. The Mayor told him exactly what 
had occurred, no answer to the proposition 
being obtained, because the General Man- 
agers were not in session, whereupon Mr. 
Debs withdrew. When Mr. Debs left the 
Mayor's office he was asked for 
news and simply said that the strike was 
not off, but was just as it had been. He said 
he would report the result of the Mayor's 
visittothe General Manageragto a meeting 
of the Executive Board, to de held at 
Ublich’s Hall this afternoon. 


ARBITRATION COMMISSION. 


- 
President Cleveland Will Emdeaver to 
Eead the Great Strike. 


Wasninoron, D. O., July 18.—Acting under 
the O'Neill arbitration act of 1888, President 
Cleveland has decided to appoint a commis- 
sion to investigate the great railway strike, 
the Pullman boycott, its course and the 
troubles which have followed. The 
President decided upon this course 
after a conference j with Chairman 
MeGann of the House Labor Committee 
and representatives of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Knights of Labor who called at 
the White House and directed Mr. OCleve- 
land’s attention to the provision in the 
O’Nelll law which seems to have been for- 
gotten. 

Under this law the President appoints two 
commissioners from each side of the parties 
to the contention and they, with the Com- 
missioner of Labor, Carroll D. Wright, form

FARES ON PULLMAN CARS. 


The Matter Will be Regulated By an Act 
of Congress. 


Wasurroror, D. O., July 18.—The agitation 
of the question as towhether the Pullman 
cars are properly the subjects of interstate 
commerce is morally certain to result in the 
early passage of an amendment to the 
Cullom act placing them under the jurisdic- 
tion ofthe Interstate Commerce Comamis- 
sion, which willbe granted powerto regu- 
late the management of thecar service and 
the rates to be charged to the pubiic for the 
accommodations offered. Both Senator 
Callom, who drafted the original law, and 


Senator Shermanare ve much interested 
in their effortto bring about this change, 
the necessity of which has been made clear 
by the incidents of the pending labor dis- 
turbances. Senator Sherman’s resolution, 
which was introdueed in the Senate a few 
days ago, has been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Rules, and will be taken up for 
consideration at an early meeting of the 
committee. It is as follows: 

**neselved, thatthe Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce is hereby instructed to *in- 
quire into the expediency re ting by 
law the employment and use of sleeping and 
parior cars not owned by railroad companies 
engaged in interstate commerce, the cost of 
operating them, the charges for their use, 
and what Would be a reasonable charge for 
the seats, berths and s 20 

As will be seen this resolution is not intend- 
ed to be of itselt an amendment to the law. 
It simply authorizes an inguiry, which would 
ultimately result in a committee 
report accom panied by an amend- 
ment. It is probable that 
such an investigation as Senator Sherman 
proposes will culminate ip a recommenda- 
tion for tke adoption of Senator Culiom’s 
amendment to the existing law, which was 
drawn up by him some time ago, but which 
was abandoned for lack of time to Dring it 
properly before the Senate. In speaking of 
the outlook for amending the law 80 as to 
bring inthe Pullman Car Co., Senator Cul- 
lom said to the Fosr-DiIsrarck correspond - 
ent to-day: 

„nie is one of the things thatis coming 
along slowly but surely. Thereis no doubt 
that this company should be regulated as 
strictly and as carefully as any railroad cor- 

ration andthe same thing is true of the 
express companies, which are not now re- 
garded as within the jurisdiction 
or the interstate commerce law. 
Iwas obliged to abandon the attempt to 
amend the law in this respect when the Dill 
was last before the Interstate Commerce 
Committee, but when the question comes up 
again it will be less complicated, and I think 
that adequate changes will be made without 
serious opposition. The subject isan im- 
portant one, however, and I doubt if, with 
the tariff on hand, as well as the appropria- 
tion bills, en will be done at the pres- 
ent session. But see no reason why the 
law should not be amended at the next ses- 


sion.

The Execution of Patrick Eugene 
Prendergast at 11:48 O'Clock. 


Hanged in the Cook County Jail for 
Assassinating Carter Harrison. 


THE SLAYING OF OHICAGO’S MAYOR 
AVENGED ON THE GALLOWS. 


A Dreary Death March-—The Prisoner 
Pale and Unsteady, but Desermined to 
Die Game— Pronounced Dead After 
Swinging Mine Miautes— His Last 
Adteu—Lowered Into the Ooff a- 4 
Peaceful Death. 


CIAO. III., July 18,—At 11:48 to-day the 
trap fell and Patrick Eugene Prendergast 
was executed. 

At 11:42 a. m. the death march began. 

Afew moments later Sheriff Gilbert and 
Jailer Morris appeared at the right of the 
scaffold, the prisoner, pale and unsteady, 
walking behind them. He stood without ap- 
parent nervousness, though a trifie weak 
and unsteady as his arms were being 
Pinioned. He ‘seemed determined to die 
game. The white siiroud was next placed 
about him. 

Jaller Morris now placed the rope about 
his neck, the white cap over bis head and 
pale, sick Eugene Prendergast, game to the 
last, had taken his last look of earth. 

THE EXECUTION. 

An instant later, at 11:48, the head twisted 
to one side, the neck having apparently 
deen broken. Slowly swaying back and 
forth, he hung for a few moments while the 
physicians hela his wrist. 4 slight spas- 
modic movement of the legs was all the sign 
of life apparent within the loosely hanging 
white robe, surrounded by the jury of phys!- 
Clans, the corpse swung to and fro and at 
11:57, nine minutes after the trigger was 
sprung. he was pronounced dead, and the 
murder of Carter H. Harrison was avenged. 


The assassin made no audible sound from 
the time he left his cell, apparently lost in 
contemplation of his awful fate. He took his 
Anal leave of bis spiritual adviger, gave a 
last handshake to his guards, and with low 
and choking voice bade them a last adieu. 
He was gently dissaaded by Sherif Gilbert 
from bis determination to make a speech. 

At 11:68 Jaller Morris uploosened tue an- 
chored end of the rope and the shrouded 


| cor se was slowly lowered and laid inthe 


cofin standing underneath the platform. 
The face of the dead man was not badly dis- 
torted, though the mouth was open and the 
tongue protruded, The color of the features 
wee a biuish tint, whicu, with his unkempt, 
reddish hair straggling down over the fore- 
head, made a sight long to be remembered. 


THE SPIRITUAL ADVISER. 

Fr. Barry was still with Prendergast at 11 
a. m., having been in constant attendance 
upon him all morning. The little assassin 
had ‘‘thawed out’’ very materially since last 
night and was now most deferential to his 


spiritual adviser. The doomed man an- 
nounced witha trifle of bravado that ‘‘he 
will die game and get a great and 
shining example to his country. He in- 
tended, it was stated, to make a speech, 
which he asserted will be tue effort of his 
life, and was very particular lest he be mis- 
quoted or misinterpreted. Preparations 
were being made, at lla. m., to bring the 
condemned man to the gallows. Prender- 
gast had been removed from his cell in mur- 
derers’ row to an ante-room off the jail 
office, which ig in fact the bathroom, and 
where the last kindly offices were being per- 
formed for the miserable wretch. 

HIS DYING STATEMENT. 

Prendergast especially requested Sheriff 
Gilbert to allow him twenty minutes to mate 
his dying statement, but Prendergast’s tem- 
per hab been proverbially uncertain, and it 
was thought by many that he would at the 
last moment forego his determination. 

The jury of physicians at 11:10 fled in and 
inspected the scaffold and appurtenances, 
Fifty deputy sheriffs were ranged around 
the corridor, and the rather ted ious.though, 
in reality, short walt began until the final 
march should be taken up. 


DURING THE HIGHT. 

As ig the custom, the assassin was closely 
guarded by bailiffs during the night. Between 
6and7o’clock Prendergast partook heartily 
of a breakfast of ham and eggs. He 
showed a ravenous appetite and about 9 
o’clock sent word to Jaller Xorris that he 
was again hungry. The Jailer had his pris- 
oner cervee with another hearty meal. This 
Prendérgast — 1 pee of quickly and he 
seemed to relish it greatly. 

The assassin talked freely wifh his spiritual 
advisers, and several times, apparentiy 
fearing that they would desert him, re- 
— Tou must stay with me to the 
en a" 

As the hour for his execuiioa came nearer 
Prendergast showed sume signs of slightly 
increasing nervousness. But on the whole 
he was remarkabiy calm and well-collected. 
Throughout the jail the officers and other 
attaches remarked about his behavior, for It 
was the general opinion that he would 
weaken badiy a good while before the 
hanging. 

IN THE PRISON. 

Within the gloomy whited walls of Cook 
County Jalil to-day all was bustle, confusion 
and suppressed excitement as the time 
rapidly drew near when Patrick

LEADING UP TO THR CRIME, 
The crime and the criminal werealike ex- 
traordinary. Prendergast, a newspaper 
carrier, about 23 years of age, took great in- 
terest in politics. During the mayoralty 
Campaign two years ago, which resulted in 
the election of Carter H. Harrison, he was 


active in a way in political circles, and 3 — 
much of his time electioneering and workin 
for Mr. Harrison. Last summer he grew tir 
of his featureless existence. He lusted after 
distinction,no matter whetber it was good or 
bad. For days and weeks he cast about him 
for a satisfactory means tothis end. At last 
it oceurred to him that it would create com. 
ment H one in his station in life, a humble 
newspaper carrier, should apply for 
a high office in the municipal government. 
The idea, once admitted, took complete 
possession of his mind. He appeared in Cor- 
oration Counsel Adolph Krauss’ office one 
ay and announced that he desired to suc- 
ceed Mr. Krauss inthe position, Mr. Krauss 
laughed at him and took the announcement 
asa joke, and Prendergast sneaked out. Ex- 
asperated by his failure Prendergast de- 
termined to make another attempt. He 
Called upon the Mayor and, with all the 
gravity he could master, stated his desire to 
be appointed Corporate Counsel. But the 
Mayor was in good humor and the ludicrous- 
ness of the affair struck him. He chaffed 
Freeseranet good maturediy and speedily for- 
gO m. 

He called again upon Mayor Harrison and 
hinted that if his request did not secure 
prompt attention it would be the worse for 
the Mayor. Air. Harrison treated Prender- 
gast’s threats as lightly as he had treated his 
request, This time he ordered Prendergast 
out of theoffice, but in spite of that he did 
not think the matter important enough to 
mention it to the I 

Prendergast determined to write to the 
Mayor. His letters were not only unanswered 
but he could not De sure they nad even been 
Gelivered. Again he called on Mayor Harrt- 
son. This time he was received brusquely 
and was warned to Keep away and trouble 
the Mayor no more. Desperate with his de- 
termination to securethe longed-for noto- 
riety, and enraged at his repeated failures, 
Prendergast at last worked himself into a 
frenzied momentary courage and committed 
the frightful crime for which he died to-day.

IS NOT CONSTITUTIONAL. 


Point on Which the Justices Will Fight 
the Devoy Law. 


The Justices of the Peace now in office in 
the down town Gistricts, who have effected 
an organization to fight the Devoy law, think 
they have discovered a fatal defect in it 


Justice Sheehan, Chairman of the committee 
having the matter in charge, makes the 
point that the;Devoy law is very special legis- 
lation,exclusively applicable to St. Louls,and 
hence underthe banof the recent decision 
in the Stone case. Sec. 3 of the Devoy law, 
in designating the Judges who are to fixthe 
boundaries oi the new districts, provides for 
a bench of eight, which applies only to 
St. Louls, and then it names a Judge 
of the Criminal Court of Correction,“ a lux- 
ury which is enjoyed by no other city in the 
State of 300,000 or any other number of in- 
habitants. If this view of the law Is correct 
and it is said to be conourred in by all the 
Democratic Justices—the usual saving clause 
of *‘cities of 300,000 and upward’’ will not 
cure the defects referred to. 

Justice Sheehan s that he and Ris asso- 

ciate justices will in all probability retain 
counseland make a test of the law. along 
the line indicated before they are re- 
quired to go nto a canvass 
for re-election under the new law. 
they held a meeting at Justice Sheehan's 
office last night and will hold another at the 
same place as soon as they have ascertained 
how many of the Justices desire to De repre- 
sented in the test. 
The justices believe that if they can secure 
a decision that the law is unconstitutional 
after the time has passed within which an 
election can be called under the new law, 
they will hold over for a full term of four 
years without the trouble and expense of 
making a canvass.

MURRAY’S SLAYER. 


The Cincinnati Authorities Think They 
Have the Man. 


This morning Chief Harrigan received a 
latter from Chief Deitsch of Cincinnati! which 
may clear up the mystery surrounding the 
murder of John Murray, or Meyer, 
the white man who on the 


morning of April 10 last was shot by one ofa 
trio of negrves near the foot of Arsenal 
street, and who died three days later at the 
City Hospital. 

The negroes escaped and tne letter from 
the Cincinnati authorities states that 
there is a negro now serving 
A 325 Ane in the Cincinnati Work-houvye for 
carryingconcealed weapons, who answers 
the description of the man who shot Murray 
or Meyer. 

Murray or Meyer was a married man, 
a laborer, and lived at 1009 North 
Elliott avenue. At about 6 o'eioex oa 
the morning of April 10 last he was washing 
at a camp fireat the foot of Arsenal street 
with several companions when three — 8 
came up. The negroes were accu by 
someone inthe party of having held them 
up the night before. Murray gos 
into a dispute with one of he 
colored men about the robbery or 
— and the negro fired two shots at 
him. They took effect and: caused his death. 

The loeal authorities will probably send 
some of the witnesses tothe killing to in- 
cinnatito look atthe manin custody there. 
The name of the negro is not Known. There 
are two witnesses to the shooting, who are 
confident they can identify Murray's assail- 
ant.

Only Sixty Per Cont of the Strik- 
ers Will Get Back. 


The Statement Made by Chairman Gays 
of the Managers’ Association. 


NO MAN WILL SE RB-ENPLOYED WHO 
HAS INTBEFERED WITH TRAINS. 


Local Lader Leaders Were Taken by 
Surprise When They Learned of the 
Prepesitien te Declare the Strike Off 
—What They Had % Say—President 
Cleveland’s Dectsien to Appeint an 
Arbitration Cemmissien Approved. 


Chairman Gaysof tue General Managers’ 
Association was hiring alot of non-union 
brakemen whena Post-Dispatca represen- 
tative interrupted him with the news that 
Debs had made a proposition to declare the 
strike off. 

Lam greatly pleased that this has been 
done, said Mr. Gays, thou so far as St. 
Loeis rfalitroads are concerned the strike 
has deen ended for several days. The 
only way this action will affect 
us ig that the general resumption of railroad 
besiness will increase freight traffic here and 
thus compel the employment of more men 
than are now at work. For the limited 
amount of business that has been offered 
this week, nearly allo? the St. 
had all the men they wanted. Now. dow 
ever, freight will be more plentiful and 
forces will have to be increased.’’ 

‘*"Willthé strikers be taken back if the 
strike is declared o?“ 

„Some of them will, but they will have to 
make application tn the regular way and 
taxe their chances of getting employment 
just the same as if they were new men. 
Those who are known to have interfered 
in any way with the running of trains or 
have molested trainmenor destroved prop- 
erty “ili not be taken back under aay cir- 
consideration.’’ 

About how many of the etrikers will be 
re- employed?!“ 

Not more than 60 recent. Most of the 
roads have brought hundreds of men from 
Eastern cities, and all of these who are 
found competent will de retained. Not one 
of them, if eMcient, will be discharged to 
meke room fora striker.’’ . : 

‘The reporter carried the news to the gen 
eral officers of the Missouri Pacific, Wabash, 
Frisco, Burlington and other roads. It was 
gratefully received, though none of the ral - 
road officials appeared to be much sur- 
prised.

Endeayoring to Learn How Many L. 
censes Were Not Oollectsd. 


COMPARING THE CITY DIRECTORY axD 
OOLLEOTOR’S BOOKS. 


As Soon as the Strike Troubies Have 
Subaided the Police Will Aid the Com- 
mittee in Learning How Much Money 
the City Lest by Failure io Make All 


Pay Their Tax-Ziegenhecin and 
Ungar Triels. 


Ten clerks, ander promise of pay at the 
rate of $75 a month, are grinding away iu the 
Comptrolier’s department at the . Court- 
house on the license sts ot the city. They 
have new City Directories to guide them and 
large square books in which to enter the 
vorided subjects. It is calculated that two 
months will be needed to enable them to 
report to the investigating commit- 
tee that hires them who should pay licenses, 
and by comparison with the Oollector’s 
books, who-bave been derelict. | 

Collector Zisgenhein calls attention to the 
fact that since 1889, when the license ordal- 
nances were extensively amended, no 
license tax has been imposed on ad- 
vertising agents, arcliitects and den- 
tists, and none gince 189 on midwives 
and patent solicitors: and that the vehicle 
license fee has been cut ju two; but the for- 
mer classes have paid practically no revenue 
for several years, While the Comptroller’s 
records show that vehicle ligenses amount - 
ing to $88,904.99 Were collected in the year 
ending April 7, 1890, which was the first year 
after the reduced license went into effect, 
against $75,598.21 the year previous. In the 
second year, under the uction, $88, 487.20 
came in;-But in 1891-92 the amount dropped 
to $53,868.41; ta $45,198.61 in 1892-93 and to 
$43,574.29 in 1898-94, showing that the falling- 
off in vehicie license revenue could not have 
been charged to the reduction in fees.

The wreck was a 
bad one. Une ofthe passengers were badly 
injured, some being burt slightly. 

WORK OF MINERS. 

The wreck ie said to be the work of the 
mob of miners that had possession of Fon 
tanet all day yesterday. During the day 
they stopped and sidetracked five 
separate Big Four freight trains. Sherif 
Stout with depaties went over to restore 
order, but were unable to do so. He was 
present at the time of the wreck. The 
miners are strong sympathizers with the 
strikers, and have tried for a week past to 
intimidate train crews to quit work. 

The wreck is undoubtedly the work of a 
lawless mobof miners that possessed Fon- 
tana all day yesterday and stopped and side- 
tracked five Nig Four freight trains to show 
their sympathy for the rallroad strikers. The 
trouble was so threatening that Sheriff Stout 
of Vigo County and several deputies went to 
Fontana yesterday afternoon. No passen- 
gers Were seriously injured.

Keep, the editress, is holding the fort with 
locked and barricaded doors at No. 30 East 
Twenty-third street, against the attacks of 
Mohamet Alexander Russell WebD, its alleged 
proprietor, and other followers of the 
prophet. Webb went to the office yesterday 
forenoon and found it locked. He knocked 
and rattied,but the only response he got was 
a mid inquiry from Mrs, Keep as to what he 
wanted. This is her account of what fol- 
lowed: 

THE QUARREL.

In this 
connection Mr. J. Howard Livingstone of 
Tarrytown, who haa been K-Keeper for 
the Moslem concern, wrote to Webb, who re- 
plied that he had no money; that the story 
about the farm was false, and that he had 
been sinned against by his Christian breth- 
ren; thatthere was now no aveuue open to 
him by which he could earn allein. Mrs. 
Keep has received a letter from Webb's wife, 
in which the writer says that she (urs. 
Webb) has purchased a farm, although they 
were very poor until receatiy. 
Mrs. eep says that Webb recent! 
received $500 from somewhere in Turkey,ao 
has been getting out circulars which he had 
translated into Arabic, which are calculated 
to stimulate subscriptions from Mahometans 
in the Orient. 

ROUNDLY SCORED. 
„Oh, he is the slickest ereature, cried 
Ars. Keep. ‘‘Il was connected with the 
Prison Reform Association. and I have been 
imposed upon by criminals, but for slickness 
Mahomet Alexander Russell Webb beats 
them all. He has been sneaking — ~ out 
of nere for weeks back, and his plan is to 
get out and leave me nothing butthe bare 
walls. The lease isin bis name, but the rent 
has been paid by Mrs. George B. Arnold. 
Webb wrote to methat Mrs. Arnold shoud 
have the furniture for the advances.

Your door ought to 
be open to all who may come with evidence 
that is tangible and not based upon mere 
bearsay. itis stated in the public prints 
that some of our fellow citizens believe that 
the interference with the mails and inter- 
state commerce was the result of a con- 
spiracy among men higher inthe railroad 
service than employes. 

If twoor more men wrongfully agreed, 
either for the purpose of creating public 
4 or for any other purposes, to have 
the mails or interstate commerce stopped, 
they are gulity of conspiracy.

interests. Every man is entitied to Dring 
his complaint if he brings it with tangible 
evidence. It is the duty as well as the pleas- 
ure of the District Attorney to submit such 
evidence to you it it is presented, and it is 
your duty to hear it.

This action is the logical sequence of the 
appeal to reason, but beyond this most 
gratifying reeult the circumstances of the 
appeal are most advantageous and re- 
assuring. | 

The appeal was made by representatives 
ot labor, who thus demonstrated their 
earnest disposition towards peaceful and 
reasonable methods of settlement and their 
willingness to abide by fair arbitration. 

The President who first invoked the ar- 
bitration law is the President under 
whose prompting it was framed and who 
has displayed the greatest firmness and 
vigor in asserting the legal authority and 
using the forces of Government to sup- 
press violence and lawlessness. 

Another most hopeful sign was the inde- 
pendent action of the Chicago labor con- 
ference which indicated a commendable 
spirit of wisdom and conciliation. It was 
wholly in line with the object which Pres- 
ident Gompers declared to be his sole pur- 
pose—to bring order out of chaos and re- 
assert the rule of reason over passion. 

It is possible that the Arbitration Oom- 
mission may find ite pathway to an ad- 
justment of the original cause of the 
strike checked by the limitation of its 
jurisdiction. Pullman may refuse its in- 
terposition. But ite inquiry will bring 
out the right and wrong of the questions 
atissue, and if the labor organizations 
abide by their appeal to law and reason 
allthe force of public opinion and moral 
obligation will be on their side for the 
settlement of any real grievances that may 
exist. 

If arbitration fails under these circum- 
stances the cause of labor will be purged 
of responsibility for the consequences. 
The corporation managers will have to 
bear the brunt of the blame. Meanwhile 
a great object has been gained in the 
cessation of conflict and the opportunity 
for the resumption of industrial and com- 


mercial activity. 
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THE AMERICAN WAY. 


The Post-DisPaTcH yesterday printed 
the O' Neill arbitration law and to-day it 
is announced that the labor unions have 
called on President Cleveland to act under 
it, and that he will promptly and cordially 
respond to the call. 

There is no reason to doubt that the 
vigorous efforts of President Cleveland, 
Gov. Altgeld and Mayor Hopkins to en- 
force the laws for the suppression 
of destructive violence and disorder 
will be followed by equally earnest efforts 
on their part in behalf of an ameliora- 
tion of labor conditions, a just pacifi- 
cation of the present disturbance and 
euch improved legislation as may promise 
to remove the evils that precipitated these 
troubles upon us. 

This is the way of American people and 
American rulers. This is the sort of 
‘‘strong government“ we need. 

So long as there is no lawlessness of 
power, so long as the Government itself not 
only upholds and impartially enforces, 
but obeys the law and gives just consider- 
ation to the grievances of all classes and 
interests, there will be no class insurrec- 
tion, no civil war over labor questions in 
this country. 

Those who clamor for ‘‘a stronger gov- 
ernment,’’ a government of bayonets, 
military edicts and martial law as neces- 
sary to forestall such a conflict, are pro- 
posing the only thing that will ever pro- 
voke it. 

While our people can themselves make 
the laws and make their Government 
agents obey as well as enforce them, the 
humblest victims of wrong will have 
in the ballot-box a surer and 
more effective remedy for wrong 
than riots or efforts to tie up the business 
of the country can afford them. They will 
have the strongest government on earth, 
a government that can either subdue the 
most gigantic of sectional rebellionsin war 
or suppress mere sporadic outbreaks 
of disorder without resorting to 
any restriction of popular lib- 
erty or any ==murderous policy. 
The one thing that can bring us to the 
brink of civil war and make our Govern- 
ment weak is the spectacle of ite laws 
nullified with impunity by mighty cor- 
porations, While the same laws are 
stretched and ferociously enforced against 
the discontented victims of plutocratic 


legislation. 


THE WEW GHOKE BILL 

The amended Smoke Commission bill, 
which passed the Council last week, will 
come up in the House this evening for sec- 
ond reading. The bill will probably pass 
without much delay, as it is drafted so as 
to be of mutual benefit to the city and the 
owners of plante apt to create objection- 
able smoke. 

The bill has nothing to do with penal- 
ties for the emission of smoke. Ordinance 
17,049, which is not affected by the pro- 
posed measure, imposes a fine of $50 day 
on everyone who allows dense black or 
thick gray smoke to be emitted from his 
chimney stack or premises. The proposed 
ordinance continues the Smoke Commis- 
sion and gives it power to test devices 
submitted by the inventors or owners for 
the purpose, and also to complete in- 
quiries already in progress as to the mer- 
ite of alleged smokeless fuels. 
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n 
ence of the commission contains no refer- 
ence to either canvass or report. Other 
éitiesin which an effort has been made to 
suppress the smoke have merely passed a 
penal ordinance similar to our ordinance 
17,049. Ordinance ‘17,050, which has out- 
lived its usefulness, and for which the new 
ordinante is proposed as a substitute, is 
merely a defining statute stating how the 
law is to be enforced and exempting do- 
mestic grates and a few other fires, for the 
abatement of the smoke from which the 
commission has not yet discovered a 


practicable device. 


Sr.’ Lovis and Missouri come out of th's 
great strike disturbance with the highest 
honors. There has not been the smallest 
case of disorder in St. Louis, and the 
officers of the law have dealt with 
such as occurred elsewhere in 
the State without calling for bayonets. 
Even in Kansas City, where a Btate line 
runs through the failroad yards, the 
United States Marshal and the local police 
have soon quelled all violence: And 
now a resort to a law put through 
Congress by a St. Louis Congress- 
man, has induced Debs to call 
of the A. R. U. strike, and indefinitely 
postponed the general walk-out of labor 
organizations with which the whole coun- 
try was threatened. St. Louis has not 
only upheld the lews and maintained the 
peace herself, but she has given peace to 
Chicago.

O'NEILL IS PLEASED. 


Gratified That His Law Willi Selve the 
Great Sirike. 


WASHINGTON, b. C., July 18.—Congressman 
John J. O’Neifl was very much pleased last 
night when he learned of the intention of 
President Cleveland to appotot an arbitra- 
tion committee under the O'Neill law to 
make inquiry into the present strike trouble. 
Mr. O'Nein was seen at bis residence, No. 
1228 Fourteenth street, by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent just as two 


of his colleagues who had called to con- 
gratulate him on his good luck in being the 
author of the law which affords a solution of 
the aiffiiculty between the Pullman and rat 
way men and their employers, were depart- 
ing. Mr. O'Neill said 

**The existence of the law was seemingly 
overlooked until lin a quiet way suggested 
tos Me of those interested that it might be 
called into use with good effect. My sugyes- 
tion was acted on and as a result the confer. 
ence between the labor leaders and 
President Cleveland was had. The man- 
ner in which the i’resident has taken 
advantage of the opportunity to 
show that he is not inimical to 
labor’s cause, as maoy unthinking persons 
have alleged, oughtto silence all criticism 
upon that point The President’s attitude 
has simpiy been that the iaw must be upheld 
at all hagard—and now that he finds there is 
a lew which gives the laboring man redress, 
he is prompt to take advantage of it for the 
venefit of the oppressed working- 
men. When I introduced the law 
several years ago, I felt then 
that there was a necessity for some such 
means of settling strikes,and that the ne- 
cessity would become greater with each suc- 
ceeding year, because Kt was apparent to 
anyone that the relations between capital 
and labor were growing more strained. 
was called a demagogue at the time and ac- 
cused of introducing a useless measure sim- 
ply to make myself solid with the working- 
men. 

**I think, however, that the action of the 
President in using the power conferred upon 
him under the O’Nelil law inorder to bring 
about a peaceful solution of the great strike 
which has caused bioodshed and the loss of 
millions of dollars, is suMcient vindication 
of my action and the sincerity of my pur- 
pose. 


BEVIER MINERS. 


They Decide Not to Beturn to Werk at 
the Old Rate. 

Macox, Mo., July 18.—The Bevier coal min- 
ers held a mass-Meeting yesterday to con 
sider whether or not they would return to 
work at the old summer rate, 50 cents per ton 
forrun of mine. They decided they would 
not return to work, but still demand an in- 
crease.

Bie Russian Punishment Agiteting the 
Poles of Buffalo. 


BurraLo, N. V., July 18.—The case of Stan- 
islaus Kraminski, an American citizen who 
was Danished by the Russian Government to 
Siberian mines on account of political crimes 
committed prior to his emigration and 
naturalization, still agitates the Poles of 
Buffalo. AD attempt ies being made on de- 
halfof the Polesto get this Government to 
take up the question of amending the treaty. 


Attorney W. M. Saperston,who frst brought 
the case to the attention of the Secretary of 
State, has written Congressman Charles 
Daniels as follows: 


The number of Kussian subjecte who have settled 
in thiscouatry and become American citizens is 
very great and some protection ought to be afforded 
them, even beyoud that of au American pass-port 
and thet ie, the covenant of stronger treaty between 
the two countries. itiasurprising that stens were 
net taken by this country long betere to improve the 
treaty with Russia, bat asthe person about whem 
the State Department is at present interceding bails 
from bere, it seems our duty to suggest to that ae- 
pariment the vital impertance ofa conveation be- 
‘wees this country aad the Hessian Empire ia order 
to prevent a recurrence of this melaveholy occur - 
rence. 


To this letter Congressman Daniels re- 


plied: 

As to the ehanging of the treaty with Russia so as 
te preventtae recurrenee of cases of this cnarac- 
ter, that would bea very duMicult subject, requiring 
time and prvlouged negotiation. A favorable treaty 
will p obably be obtaine: whenever that should be 
set on (oot which wiii piace the reiations of Kussia 
to the Usited Nate on hissubject ou the same la- 
vorable coadition which has been obiaioed throu gh 
pegotiations with other European Governments. 
4 however, will bea subject tor future iegisia- 
tion.

Arrest of Miss Lale Patterson, the Ac- 
eomp ished *f windler. 


New Tonk. July 18.—Inspector McLaughlin 
last night arrested Lizzie Patterson, one ot 
the most beuutifuland at the same time the 
most accomplished swindlers that ever trou- 
bled the police.

Ske is is a blonde 
of stylish appearance, though she has the 
good judgment not to overdress. There is 
not one thingin her appearance to indicate 
that she isaswindier. Her method was to 
appear in one of the leading jewelry estab- 
lishments as an ostensible customer. Her 
appearance and manner being in her 
favor, the clerks were invaribly obsequious. 
From the display laid out before her she 
would select articies valued usually at about 
$200, asking that they be kept for her untii 
the next day, when she would call for them. 
Thereupun she would hand out a delicately 
engraved card bearing Mies Lizzie 
Stearns, announcing herself as the daugh- 
ter of M. F. Stearns of the banking frm of 
W. F. Stearns & Co. The following day she 
would present herself with a certified check 
for the exact amount of her purchase. This 
check was always accepted without besita- 
tion, and always turned out to be bogus. 
After arrest the young woman confessed ,and 
also said that she had been successful in 
swindling in Chicago, Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore.
